(£iOCHISE HATED THE WHITE MEN. IN 
1861, HE WAS FALSELY ACCUSED OF 
' STEALING A BOY FROM FORT BUCHANAN. 
HE WAS CAPTURED BY THE SEVENTH 
CAVALRY AT APACHE PASS 
AND CHARGED WITH THE Ag- 
PUCTION OF THE BOY, BUT HE 
DREW A KNIFE AND SLASHED 
HIS WAYTO FREEDOM. HIS 
COMPANIONS WERE HELD AND 
HANGED. COCHISE WAS FURIOUS 
AND DECLARED WAR ON ALL 
WHITE MEN. HE BURNED 
THIRTEEN VICTIMS ALIVE, 
TORTURED FIVE TO DEATtt, 
AND DRAGGED FIFTEEN TO 
PEATH ATTHE END OF A ROPE. 
FOR TEN YEARS, HE KEPT THE 
SOLDIERS AT BAY WHILE 
BANDS of His PICKED 
WARRIORS PLUNDERED 




THE WAeON TRAINS, MURDERED UN- 
PROTECTED SETTLERS, AND STOLE 
GREAT HERDS OF CATTLE AND HORSES. 
IN THE EARLY l870'S,COCHiSE MET 
WITH SENERAL HOWARD AND 
ARRANGED -A PEACE. HIS 
TRlBE WAS GIVEN A RESER-

ij+ie apache indians were subdued 
and settled on the. reservation 
tjy general seorse crook in 1873. 
they were. forced to live on the 
hot; dry flats of the. saw carlos. 
many of them were unhappy and 
lapse bands fled across the border 
into mexico and settled inthe. 

MOUNTAINS OF SONORfl 
AND CHIHUAHUA. CHIEF 
CERONI/VIO WAS ONE 
'OF THE APACHES WHO 
RESISTED MOST HERCEL/. 
HE RAIDED ACROSS THE 
BORDER INTD-ARIZONAr 
AND NEW MEXICO AND 
I ERRORIZED THE RANCH- 
ERS AND SETTLEMENTS. 
IN 1 686, GENERAL CROOK 
MADE AN AGREEMENT 
WITH THE MEXICAN 
GOVERNMENT PER- 
MITTING- HIM TO 
CROSS THE BORDER 



WITH TROOPS IN PURSUIT OF THEu 
INDIANS. THIS EXPEDITION CONSISTED 
OF ONE HUNDRED AND NINETY APACHE 
SCOUTS AND ONE COMPANY OFTrlE- 
SIXTH CAVALRY. THE APACHES WERE 
SURPRISED IN THE SIERRA MADRE 
MOUNTAINS AND MANY OF THEM WERE 
KILLED IN THE FISHTTHAT FOLLOWED. 
GERONIMO AND MOST OF 
HIS FOLLOWERS SURREND- 
ERED.THEY WERE TAKEN 
TO SAN CARLOS IN cJUNE, 
1838. BUT IN I885-.THE. 
^ REBELLIOUS SERONlMQ 
' BROKE OUT A&AINl. -HE 
WAS FINALLY RECAPTURED 
\ IN 1886. THIS NOTORIOUS 
\ ' APACHE CHIEF WASTHEN 
N S EXILED TO FORT PICKENS 

IN FLORIDA, AND LATER 
MOVED TO FORT SILL, 
OKLAHOMA. HE DIED 
IN 1909, PEFIANT 
TO THE END.
